Fires Kept Burhing 200 Years 
wtth this Earthly Fuel. 

In this twentieth century, with Its 
wireless telegraph and other wonder¬ 
ful Inyentions, more and more atten¬ 
tion is being given to peat as a sub¬ 
stitute for coal. The principal scien¬ 
tific schools, such as the Boston 
School of Technology and the Univer¬ 
sity of Wisconsin, have devoted con¬ 
siderable time to experimental work 
with a view to solving the problem. 
Pliny, the Roman historian, says that 
a German tribe “pressed with th'elr 
hands a kind of mossy earth which 
they dried and burned for cooking pur¬ 
poses and for warming their bodies,” 

Beckman, in his “History of Inven¬ 
tions,” mentions a letter of sanction 
by Abbot Ludolph, In the year 113, per¬ 
mitting a nunnery near Utrecht to 
dig peat. The same authority In¬ 
forms us that the words "turbo” and 
“turfa” occur in certain land grants in 
the years 1190, 1191, 1201, 1210. In 
the laws of Scotland as early as II 40 
mention is made of extensive traflle in 
this fuel. Charred peat was used in 
the Freyberg smelting houses in the 
year 1660 and in England in the early 
part of the seventeenth century. 

In England to-day there are domes¬ 
tic fires burning in Yorkshire which 
for centuries have never been allowed 
to go out. This Is particularly true 
of a certain estate at Castleton, in 
Whitby district, where the fires have 
been burning constantly for 200 years, 
and a farm house at Osmotherby, in 
the same district, has not let its fire 
go out for 600 years.

of all nations. It is in accord with 
the practice of all medical authori¬ 
ties in the world. 

The abuse of alcohol is another 
matter, but the cost alone is enough 
to prevent abuse. Alcohol costs 
about S2.60 per gallon. It is too ex¬ 
pensive for any medicine maker to 
use more than he needs of it. And 
ha cannot hope that people are go¬ 
ing to take medicine because of the 
alcohol, when good whiskey can be 
purchased for one-fifth as much. 

A dose of medicine which con 
tains even 20 per cent, of alcohol 
does not seem to me a very danger 
ous matter. That means one-fifth 
of a teaspoonful of alcohol at a time. 
Physicians do not hesitate to give 
brandy to a child in teaspoonful 
doses, and brandy is half alcohol. 
When one compares medicine with 
wine or beer, he should also compare 
the dosage. One lakes more alcohol 
in a glass of wine than he takes in a 
great many doses of medicine. 

Mr. Bok is also unfair in his re¬ 
ference to poisons used in proprie¬ 
tary medicines. It is true that 
some medicines contain poisons in 
small percentages, but the use is not 
nearly as general as in physicians’ 
prescriptions. A great many drugs 
which are recognized by every phy¬ 
sician as helpful in small doses are 
poisonous when taken in excess. 

An elderly druggist told me a few 
days ago that he had personally ex¬ 
amined more than 100,000 physi¬ 
cians’ prescriptions, and, by actual 
count, 70 per cent, of them contain¬ 
ed an opiate. Yet analysis shows 
not a trace of opiate In the largest 
sellers among the proprietary reme¬ 
dies. 

Strychnine is another dangerous 
drug largely prescribed by physi¬ 
cians. It is used as a,^ tonic and 
stimulanti Yet this drug is rarely 
found in proprietaries. 

The maker of a proprietary medi¬ 
cine must be more careful about the 
use of any poison than the physician. 
The physician is in a position to di¬ 
rect his doses and to watch the results. 
Me is able to take chances which no 
maker of a general remedy will take, 
for fear that the directions on the 
bottle will not be adhered to. 

There are thousands of physicians 
whose interests are opposed to pro¬ 
prietary remedies. They are ready 
to denounce a ready made remedy 
at the slightest evidence of harm 
from it. Yet how seldom we hear 
of any harm from proprietaries, 1 
have myself never heard of a single 
authenticated case. 

It is the lack of poison^ rather 


than its presence, which forms the 
real objection to proprietaries. It 
is by using a poison which the medi¬ 
cine maker avoids that the physician 
often secures a greater effect. The 
maker of a remedy has too much at 
stake to use anything which will re¬ 
sult in occasional harm. And this 
caution leads him often to omit in¬ 
gredients which he knows to be val¬ 
uable. 

Proprietary reniedies are used 
not alone by the poor who cannot 
afford to call a physician. They 
are employed by those to whom ex¬ 
pense is of no importance. And in 
ordinary ailments, when a physician 
is called, he prescribes a ready made 
remedy. Proprietary remedies are 
at some time taken by all of us, 
They are found in nearly every 
home. 

And I know of no business where 
fraud has less chance of success than 
m medicine. A worthless remedy 
is very quickly found out. A sick 
person will not long continue a reme¬ 
dy which does not help. The lack 
of merit in a food may remain long 
undiscovered, but if a medicine Jacks 
virtue the fact is at once apparent.

RARE 9 OINS ALL CORNERED. 

Old Pieces held Tightly by Soma 
Though Worthless. 

The passion lor making collections 
of articles of various kinds, and par¬ 
ticularly stamps and coins, is like 
hope. It springs eternal in the human 
breast. 

“You would be surprised,” said a 
professional collector of coins aud 
stamps, “to know how many utterly 
worthless specimens are brought to 
me by persons who have perhaps 
treasured them for long and then, 
needing money, have come to me, ex¬ 
pecting to be handsomely paid for an 
article that really has no commercial 
value whatever. 

“Sometimes, indeed, I have paid 
good prices for worthless articles of 
no use to me 'St all, to save their own¬ 
ers from the disappointment which I 
could plainly see a refusal would 
cause them. 

“Why, I handle on the average pret¬ 
ty nearly 600 specimens a day, both 
stamps and coins, brought in here by 
people who expect them to be literal¬ 
ly worth their weight in gold. Yet, in 
spite of the great number of speci¬ 
mens coming into my hands in this 
way every year, it is only about once 
in three years that I find anything of 
real value. 

“You see, it’s this way. Hardly 
any good rare coins or stamps are cir¬ 
culating at large. Almost everytlilng 
has been picked up by collectors; aud 
if you follow up any rare issue, you 
can place almost every one—either 
find the owner or account for the, is¬ 
sue. 

“And you Will be surprised, per¬ 
haps, when I tell you that we are in¬ 
debted to burglars for most of what 
we do find. One of the light-fingered 
gentry lifts some rare old coins; he 
has no sentimental fondness for them 
based on age and possibly associa* 
tlons, and he is unable to make any 
use of them. 

“So he rids himself of the worth¬ 
less and possibly dangerous or in- 
cflftilnating articles; and in that way 
they drift into our hands.”

The State Printer’s Record, 

In the closing hours of the session 
there was some exceedingly energetic 
hustling done by the Kennebec 
Journal job department as one little 
iristfince will show.

the Legislature would adjourn sine 
die at the end of the afternoon ses¬ 
sion, but in the meantime an ar¬ 
rangement was made for a brief eve¬ 
ning session so that the record-break 
ing piece of work by the printers 
need not have been done, after all. 


Nicholas the Last.

Left the Rails, 

An accident happened, last Thurs¬ 
day, on the branch railroad that con¬ 
nects Norway with the Grand Trunk. 
As the train was on-the way to meet 
the east bound Grand Trunk train, 
the passenger coach was ditched just 
after crossing the bridge ot’er Tan¬ 
nery brook. The rear -truclrs of the 
tender were also derailed and car 
and tender were badly wrecked, the 
dozen or more passengers bung im¬ 
prisoned in the debris. It was 
thought that of course a number 
were seriously hurt and physicians 
from all the neighboring towns were 
summoned. When the passengers 
were released, however, it was found 
that but onb person needed medical 
attendance. Mrs. James Rice of 
Harrison, had sustained a painful 
but not permanent iujury, her left 
knee being dislocated. 

There are two versions of how the 
accident happened, one being that 
the rails spread and the other at¬ 
tributing the mishap to the switch 
being out of order on this side of 
' the bricjge. That the di,saster was 
not more serious seems providential, 
as the car left the rails before reach¬ 
ing the btidge and rode over the 
structure on the heavy cross ties, 
tipping over when the further end of 
the bridge was reached. While but 
one person received bodily harm, all 
were of course quite severely shaken 
up.

The famous Millikin bill for the ^ 
proper labelling of proprietary medi¬ 
cines having alcohol and narcotic 
drugs was discussed generally and ^ 
fairly. It was too drastic and nit ’’ 
generally needed and desired. It ^ 
was held by its opponents to be an 
imposition on the poor retailers and 
the hundreds of country stores which ° 
are the only resource to many rural 
districts to give relief in time of 
sickness. It was urged that many 
of these dealers would have to close 
shop if this bill should pass. On the 
other hand, Mr. Milliken said that 
the bill was less sweeping than other 
bills introduced into fifteen States 
this year, and less so than those 
adopted by nearly all civilized court- 
tries. Some bills require the prd- 
d'ucer to put the entire formulk 
on the bottle, there is no doubj; 
grea: fraud perpetrated in the lin^ 
of patent medicines. The Millikeff ^ 
bill provided merely that proprietary 
medicines should give on their labels 
the per cent, of alcohol or narcotic 
drugs theiein contained. The bill 
was heartily endorsed by the Statp 
Boaid of Health, especially by Dr^ 
Young and was ably presented by 
Represenlative Milliken of Island 
Falls. Nevertheless Mr. Milliken 
lost his measure, forty-four to fifty.

CIVILIZATION and THE HAIR. 


Locks More Abundant Among Civilized 
’ Than Savage Women, 

! A writer in Nature suggests the 
, very pertinent question. Why, if civ- 
ilization per se causes loss of hair, 
the civilized human female has, if not 
a more luxuriant crop than her sav¬ 
age sister, at any rate an equally 
abundant one. A comparison of sav¬ 
age and civilized woman shows the 
latter to possess more hair on her 
head, at any rate so far as length is 
concerned, than her primitive sister; 
and as for our monkey ancestors, “the 
scalp is unique among the areas of the 
human body where hair Is abundant, 
for there has been a notable develop¬ 
ment of hair in both sexes in this re-' 
gion beyond what can have existed 
in any of the anthropoidea, that can 
be placed in the human family tree. 
This is the more remarkable because 
man’s pelage is a degenerating and 
disappearing character, except in a 
few areas." The depillatory, which is 
undoubtedly at work on the masculine I 
portion of civilization, is due then 
rather to some peculiarity of mascu- 
I line habit than to civilization broadly.
